Sargent, of Gianada, Briti.sh AVest Indies, 
a passenger on tiie Laconia. who admin- 
istered tlie Jnst rites of tlie Roman Cath- 
olic chiiroli to .'»even persons who per- 
ished. gave to tJie Associated Press to- 
day the following account of the death 
of Mrs. May Hoy and Miss Elizabetli 
Hoy. of Chicago, and Cedric P. Ivatt. of 
London: 


".Mrs. Hoy died in the arms of her 
daughter. 
Her body slipped ofl" into the 
sea out 
ol , her daughter's 
weakened 
arm«. 
The heart-broken daughter suc- 
cumbed a few minutes after\vards and 
her body fell over the side of the boat 
! as we were tosseil by the huge waves. 


"In icy water up to her knees for two 
hour.', the daugiiter all the time bravely 
supported her aged mother, uttering 
words of encouragement to her. 


" F r o m the start both were violently 
seasick, which, couple«!' witU the cold 
and 
exposure, gradually 
wore 
down 
their 
courage. 
T h e y , 
were 
brave 
women." 


After a pau.se F a t h e r Sargent con- 
tinued: 
"The first to die in our boat 
was W. Irvine Rol>inson, of Toronto. 
After his body had been consig-ned to 
the sea we tossed about for an hour, 
getting more and 
m o r e 
water 
until 
the gumvale.s were almo.st level with 
the sea. 
Then Mr. Ivatt, who was not 
physically strong, succumbed 
in 
the 
a r m s of his fiancee, wno was close be- 
side him trying in vain to keep him 
w a r m by throwing her wealth of hair 
about Ills Jieck. 
Even a f t e r he died 
she refused to give him up, and 
al- 
tliough 
the 
additional 
weight 
m a d e 
the situation more dangerous for us all, 
we yielded to her pitiful pleading and 
allowed her to keep the body. 
It was 
taken aboard the rescue patrol when 
it was buried. 
The burial aboard the 
patrol, a t which I officiated, was 
a 
solemn 
and 
memoi-able 
ceremony. 


"The Hoys were tne next to 
pass 
a w a y a f t e r Mr. Ivatt. 
Then a 
fireman 
died, and later two others of the crew 
, w h o were too thinly clgd to resist the 
exposure. 
Altogether we were in the 
boat ten hours. 
We were rescued in 
the middle of the morning.""

F a t h e r Sargent said his boat 
was 
badly damaged on being launched and 
immediately began to leak. 
Owing to 
the h ^ v y waves they were unable to 
attract the attention of the other boats 
or to transfer the passengers. 
At the 
start their boat had three feet of w a t e r 
which 
increased 
steadily 
notwith- 
standing the efforts of everyone to bail 
it out. 
F a t h e r Sargent was hard 
a t 
w o r k at the oars and bailing, pausing 
to administer the last s a c r a m e n t when 
his ministrations were required.

SON AND BROTHER OF LACONIA 


. VICTIMS APPEALS TO WILSON 


Washington, Feb. 28.—^President Wll.son has received the follow- 
ing message from Austin H. Hoy, whose mother and sister were lost 
when the Itaconia was torpedoed without warning by a German subma- 
rine: 


"I am an American citizen, representing the Suiiivan Machinery 
company of Chicago, living abroad not as an expatriate, but for the pro- 
motion of American trade. I love the flag, believing in its signiflcance. 
3fy beloved mother and sister, passengers on the Laconia, have been 
foully murdered on the high seas. 


''As an American pitizen outraged and as such fully within my 
rights and as an American son and brother br;rcaved, I call upon my 
govcnunent to preserve its citizens' self respect and save others of my 
countrj'men from such deep grief as I now feel. I am of military age, 
able to fight. If my country can use me against tiiese brutal assassins 
I am at its call. 


"If it stultifles my manhood and my nation's by rcnminiug passive 
under such outrages I shall seek a man's chance under another flag."

Finland Left Liverpool at 
1 A. M., With All Her 
Lights Out. 


New York, Feb. 28.—The arrival of 
the steamship Finland f r o m Liverpool 
today added the .sixth and last to t h e 
American line's fleet held here by the 
G e r m a n s u b m a r i n e menace. 
The Fin- 
land i.s the finst Ainerfcan liner to Liv- 
erpool since the beginning of the Ger- 
m a n blockade. 


American ship owners today, in gen- 
eral, approved the step taken by con- 
gress looking to the a r m i n g of their 
vessels, but were not all of the same 
opinion in regard to w h a t they should 
do if the government 
should 
g r a n t 
them a r m s and ammunition. 
A few 
said they were satisfied to .send their 
vessels unarmed. 


P. 
S. Franklin, president of tho 
International Mercantile Marine com- 
pany, which control the American line, 
said t h a t he hoped the government in- 
tended to provide trained gunners f r o m 
the navy to handle the guns ))rovided 
for American m e i c h a n t vessels. 
The 
ships of his line, he said, could be fit- 
ted with guns at their piers with little 
delay, as the 
mountings 
and plates 
were already in place. 
The last of the 
thirty-three h u n d r e d 
tons 
of cargo 
with which the 
St. 
Louis was loaded 
when the G e r m a n blockade decree pre- 
vented her sailing, was discharged to- 
day. 


The American line steamship 
Fin- 
land, which arrived here today, left 
Liverpool at 1 o'clock on the m o r n i n g 
of Feb. 18 with all lights out and f o r i 
forty-eight 
hours 
persons

board

clothes in f e a r of the G e r m a n

The vessel brought 170 passengers,

Richard Wellesley, whose husband, a 
British army officer, was killed in the 
v/ar. In the steerage were eight mem- 
bers of the crew of the British steam- 
ship Japanese Prince, sunk by a Ger- 
man submarine.

Reports that passenger traffic on all 
British vessels leaving 
England for 
America and France

pended were brought here today by 
passengers who arrived on the Fin- 
land.

Givn in Summary 


Tlie British arc rapidly pushing 
tlioir way up the Tigris river to- 
wn id 
Bit^dad. 
Today's 
official 
statement from liondon on the 
Tigr^opcrations sliows that after 
forc^l the Turks from Kut-el- 
Anifira, Gen. 3faudcs' forces have 
pursued the Ottoman troops more 
tlian thirty miles west and north- 
west of Knt. This indicates an ad- 
vance of some 15 miles since the 
last report and places the British 
not more than 75 miles in an air 
line from Bagdad, their objective. 


In their first expedition, late In 
1915. the British were withfai 18 
miles of Baf^ad, but were forced 
to retreat to Knt-el-Amara after a 
defeat at Ctesiphon, their nearest 
point of approach. Afterwards Gen. 
Towiishend was henmied in at Knt 
and surrendered last April. In the 
retreat from Ctesiphon the British 
were forced to surrender two gun- 
hoaus. The Turks shortly afterward 
reportetl that one had been repalAd 
and was hehig u.sed a^lnst the 
British. The British official report 
of today announces that on© of the 
lost gimboats, the Firefly, which 1» 
a 455-ton vessel, has been recap- 
tured. 
This capture of one Turk- 
ish vessel and tho destruction of 
another is also reported. 


Tho British air service reports 
a raid on German iron works near 
Saarbruecken, 50 miles inside the 
border of Rhenish Prussia. In the 
air engagements resulting s Ger- 
man machine was destroyed.

If this sum is insuffi- 
cient to enable tho soldier to live ap- 
proximately up to his before-the-war 
standard he will be given an alterna- 
tive pension based on his earnings 
previous to the war. 
No single pen- 
sion, however, shall be in e:icess of 76 
shillings weekly.

sequent child. 


A soldier not tptally disabled will 
receive a pension based on the degree 
to. which his disablement aifects his 
earning powers.

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Preparing Indiana for a Big Job 


Aimoimecmeiit is made that the Citizens' Leaf^uc of Indiana -will 
i»ring to Fort Wayne on Friday evening, I\fareli 0, a number of dis- 
tinguished Indiana speakers for the formal lannehing' of a broad edu- 
cational campaign on the scope, the purposes and the possibilities of 
the constitutional cojivention to be held in Indiana next year. 
It is 
.>veU that Indiana have a complete appreciation of the task before it, 
and that it address itself seriously to the business of constitution- 
making. It will be compelled to do so if the fruits of that eiTort are 
to mea-sure up to expectation and provide the sort of constitution that 
riiall be responsive to new needs and new times. 


There is something particularly fitting in the begiiming of this 
.educational campaign here, for it was in this city that the Citizens' 
League of Indiana was organized and here it began the hglit which 
-lias secured the calling of a constitutional convention. 
Later there 
"came valuable support from other sections of the state and from other 
Indiana organizations, but to the Citizens' League of Indiana must 
be accorded the credit of having effectively pioneered in the big 
effort. 


Now that the convention has been called, that organization real- 
izes that its work has merely begun, and that it can render additional 
valuable service to the state by emphasizing the magnitude of the 
•work and by pointing out some vital issues that should «be written into 
the new constitution, some pitfalls to be avoided and, most important 
of all, the character of men to be chosen to perform this service. 
One may be very certain there will be an abundance of proposals for 
all sorts of fads and isms; the omnipresent "interests" will be on 
hand to secure the sort of state charter which will best serve tliem, 
iind botii the reactionary and the radical will be out in force Avith 
vociferous pleas for recognition. It is highly essential that the people 
l)c fully and adequately informed relative to the constitutional con- 
;vention, what it may do and what it should do, and that it should 
Jliave an unmistakable grasp on the fact that the delegate body should 
;iibove all be composed of high-grade, level-headed citizens of capacity, 
discernment and good judgment. 
They will be building for the 
future—certainly for half a century or more. The structure must be 
responsive to the state "s needs. It must be progressive, but it must 
not be freakish. 
It must broaden opportunity and not restrict it. 
The need for all these things, we take it, is to be emphasized in the 
educational campaign that is shortly to begin in Fort AVayne, and 
there is opportunity here for a most valuable service to the people 
of Indiana.

It is impossible not to feel sympathy 
for the masses of very poor 
people, 
upon whom the present high 
prices 
work extreme hardships, and 
every 
aid should be i-endered those who are 
endeavoring to locate and punish re- 
sponsibility for extortion, 
wherever 
found; yet^ Governor 
Whitman 
ex- 
pressed a truth that should be borne 
in mind when he told a delegation of 
New York women clamoring against 
the high cost of living that "things are 
too high," but he was "afaird they are 
going higher." 


Much of the complaint that is com- 
ing from various cities at present is 
due to exceptional conditions no doubt. 
Freight congestion and other factors 
combine to make almost impossible 
the proper provisioning of some com- 
munities, although there is an abund- 
ance of food in other centers. An ex- 
ample of that is seen in the coal sit- 
uation. Almost every city is short 
of 
fuel, yet the nation's supply is in no 
wise Inadequate. 


But the food prices are not likely to 
sink back to old-time levels, even after 
transportation and distribution 
pro- 
blems have been solved. Any illusion 
on this score is impossible to any one 
that has follov.'ed Ii^ving Fisher's de- 
monstration of rising prices. The pop- 
ulation of the United States increased 
20 per cent in ten years preceding the 
outbreak of the European war, while 
our output of food products increased 
only Iper cent, according to Dr. John 
Coulter of Chicago 
Universitj'. 
We 
have not the surplus we formely had, 
consequently 
what we liave 
is com- 
paratively more valuable. We continue 
to produce much more of some articles 
than we require, but the decreasing 
margin if surplus on other is affect- 
ing all food prices. 


We have not the cheap 
laud of a 
quarter 
of a century 
ago. Farmers 
have to get more now to make a profit 
on an investment in high-priced acres. 
The supply of unoccupied soil avail- 
able for cultivation is dwindling. The 
inciease in production must come from 
intensifi.ed farming and the adoption 
of scientific methods in agriculture. 
That may keep pace with increa.se in 
population but scarcely can 
be 
hop- 
to 
exceed 
the growth in population 
to such an extent as to hava jnaterial 
and permanent effect on the high cost 
of living.

neither suspicion nor aggressiveness. 


"We urge upon all Americans to 
meet these millions of foreigners, born 
with unchanged manner and with un- 
prejudiced mind. 
Any other course if 
unworthy of our traditions and against 
public policy and the free flow of gov- 
ernmental affairs.','

Toklo, Feb. 2.—(Correspondence of 
the Associated 
Press.)—Undismayed 
by the recent attempt upon his life 
Yuklo Ozaki, 
Japanese 
progressive, 
will lead the forces of constitution- 
alists in the pending struggle for a 
more representative form of govern- 
ment, 
That was made clear during 
an Interview which ne gave to the 
correspondent of the Associated Press 
concerning the political situation of 
the Japanese empire. 
"Let me em- 
phasize," declared :Mr. Ozaki, "that if 
is the principle of the thing we are 
after.

began to advise the emperor and they 
have been advising ever since.

We want to fix the responsibility of 
these men. 
We are not opposed to 
them as individuals, but as an insti- 
tution. They are an anachronism in 
modern Japan."

Referring to China, Mr. Ozaki de-

wards Japan. 


"One steady aim of the late Okuma 
cabinet," be continued, "was the pro- 
motion of friendship with the United 
States.

Relief Schedule Set Forth 


by Order in Council at 


London. 


London, Feb. 28.—An order in coun- 


cil establishing a new pension plan 
for the British army was issued today. 
Under it privates totally disabled will 
receive a minimum of 27 shillings G 
pence weekly. If this sum is insuffi- 
cient to enable the soldier to live ap- 
proximately Up to his before-the-war 
standard he will be given an alterna- 
tive pension based on his earnings 
previous tp the war. No single pen- 
sion, however, shall be in eircess of 75 
shillings weekly. The allowance for 
children is u shillings for the flrst child 
and a sum slightly less for each sub- 
sequent child. 


A soldier not totally disabled will 


receive a pension based on the degree 
to which his disablement affects his 
earning powers. Widows will receive 
half the sum to which their husbands 
wore entitled if totally disabled. 
A 


disabled soldier requiring the services 
of an attendant is allowed fees up to 
£1 a week for such services. Widows 
will be granted special funds for the 
expenses of training to enable them to 
earn their own living. The actuaries' 
report accompanying the plan esti- 
mates the expense for^tho flrst year 
125,000,000, which thereafter will de- 
crease annually.

Sketches from Life .*. .*. By Temple 
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Preparing Indiana for a Big Job 


Announcement is made that the Citizens' League of Indiana will 


fcring to Port "Wayne on Friday evening, March 9, a number of dis- 
tinguished Indiana speakers for the formal launching of a broad edu- 
cational campaign on the scope, the purposes and the possibilities of 
the constitutional convention to be held in Indiana next year. It is 
well that Indiana have a complete appreciation of the task before it, 
and that it address itself seriously to the business of constitution- 
maJdng. It will be compelled to do so if the fruits of that effort are 
to measure up to expectation and provide the sort of constitution that 
•hall be responsive to new needs and new times. 


There is something particularly fitting in the beginning of this 


[educational campaign here, for it was in this city that the Citizens' 
League of Indiana was organized and here it began the fight which 
has secured the calling of a constitutional convention. Later there 
came valuable support from other sections of the state and from other 
Indiana organizations, but to the Citizens' League of Indiana must 
be accorded the credit of having effectively pioneered in the big 
effort. 


Now that the convention has been called, that organization real- 


izes that its work has merely begun, and that it.can render additional 
valuable service to the state by emphasizing the magnitude of the 
•work and by pointing out some vital issues that should be written into 
the new constitution, some pitfalls to be avoided and, most important 
of all, the character of men to be chosen to perform this service. 
One may be very certain there will be an abundance of proposals for 
all sorts of fads and isins; the omnipresent "interests" will be on 
hand to secure the sort of state charter which will best serve them, 
and both the reactionary and the radical will be out in force with 
vociferous picas for recognition. It is highly essential that the people 
J>e fully and adequately informed relative to the constitutional con- 
yentiou, what it may do and what it should do, and that it should 
have an unmistakable grasp on the fact that the delegate body should 
above all be composed of high-grade, level-headed citizens of capacity, 
discernment and good judgment. 
They will be building for tho 


future—certai-nly for half a century or more. The structure must be 
responsive to the state's needs. It must be progressive, but it must 
liot be freakiah. It must broaden opportunity and not restrict it. 
The need for all these things, we take it, is to be emphasized in the 
educational campaign that is shortly to begin in Fort Wayne, and 
there is opportunity here for a most valuable service to' the people 
of Indiana.

AS TO TORPEDOES. 


Members of the Retail Dry Goods association of Fort Wayne, 


comprising something like half a score of the larger retail establish- 
ments, have pmt into effect the elimination of the "on approval" 
methods of sending goods to the homes of possible customers for more 
mature deliberation before decisions are made. 
This is a reform 


already in effecit in many of the larger cities with gratifying results 
both to the dealer and to the customer. The dealer is saved from 
adding costs elsewhere to offset losses occasioned by damage and 
delay to the "ou approval" merchandise, and the customer is bene- 
fitted by correspondingly lower prices which more than compensate 
for the supposed advantage of the thinking-i1>over-at-home practice. 
The Sentinel believes even a brief test will demonstrate that fact and 
be infinitely more satisfactory both to dealer and patron. 


New York City officials have taken prompt measures to relieve 


the high price foodstuff situation there which has occasioned the so- 
called food riots by provision for prompt importation of potatoes, 
onions and other edibles, to be distributed at actual cost, yet the 
rioting continues. There has been a suspicion for some days that 
no inconsiderable part of the disturbance was occasioned more from 
the sheer love of rioting than by actual conditions sufficient to justify 
violence. That there is suffering and destitution is undoubtedly true, 
but most of the noise in the clamorous uproar is the product of an- 
archistic propaganda set at work in the metropolis by fire-brands of 
that cult.

While this article does not 
tate the object for which It Is printed. 


It Is very easily seen that the Idea Is to 
Influence the mind of the working man 
against preparedness. 
I know, of 


course, that this article was not writ- 
ten exclusively for The Sentinel as It 
is syndicated stuff which appears In a'l 
papers subscribing? to the syndicate 
which srets it out. 


While there Is some truth in some of 


the statements made in the article 
there are other statements which are 
misleading and others which are ab- 
solutely untrue. The article starts out: 
"Every time Uncle Sam fires a torpedo. 
Zip! 
Zip!—two houses and 
lota! 


Eleven men must work a year at the 
average American wage to pay the 
price thereof." This Is misleading. As 
a matter of fact the only time that this 
would approximate the truth would be 
If the war head were on the torpedo 
and the torpedo struck something and 
exploded. 
The only condition under 


which this would be the case would be 
when the torpedo was launched in time 
of war at an enemy vessel when of 
course the damage that the torpedo 
would do to the enemy would be ex 
pected to be many times the cost of the 
torpedo. Every torpedo in the service 
is fired over and over again with an 
exercise head and the cost of firing 
amounts to the cost of storing up the 
compressed air necessary to run it 
plus the wear on the machinery. This 
is certainly considerably less than the 
price of two houses and lots. 


In another part of the article: "It is 


as delicate a mechanism as the ma- 
chines that record earth tremors." In 
another place: 
"Copper and nitro- 


glycerine are what make torpedoes; 
tostly." This second statement is ab- 


solutely untrue as there is no nitro- 
glycerine in a torpedo and probably not 
more than two dollars worth of cop- 
per in the whole torpedo. The cost of 
the torpedo is due to the fact that it 
is a delicate mechanism. From this it 
will be seen where the money goes 
which Is expended for the torpedo, that 
Is, to the workman whose work is good 
enough 
to construct 
this delicate 


mechanism. While I have no figures to 
show tho cost of the actual material 
In a torpedo I would venture to say 
that the actual material In a modern 
navy torpedo could be bought for $100. 


The last paragraph of this artlclo 


states: "When big guns are flred every 
man on the ship has to stuff his ears 
with cotton and touch the deck with his 
toes and finger tips and keep his mouth 
open. 
This to prevent broken bones 


and lost teeth." This statement is ab- 
soluely absurd. 
If a gun pointer at 


any gun on board ship were discovered 
even closing his eyes or taking his eye 
away from the sight when ho flred the 
gun he would be compelled to give up 
his position to a real gun pointer. Also 
it would seem to me that it would put 
a man In an awful position to compel 
him to keep his eye against the sight, 
worlc the mechanism which trains or 
elevates the gun when he had "to touch 
the deck with'his toes and finger tips 
and keep his mouth open." I have 
been aboard ship many times within 
twenty-five feet of the muzzle of a bifr 
gun when the gun was fired. I have 
never yet found it necessary to touch 
the deck with my toes and finger tips 
and keep my mouth open, also I have 
never suffered any broken bones or lost' 
teeth from gun fire nor have I ever 
seen anyone who has. 


Some of the other statements in this 


article are probably as absurd as those 
I have mentioned but I have not tho 
figures at hand to prove this so will let 
them pass.

It is impossible not to feel sympathy 


'or tho masses of very poor people, 
upon whom the present high prices 
work extreme hardships, and every 
aid should bo rendered those who are 
endeavoring to locate and punish re- 
sponsibility for extortion, 
wherever 


found: yet Governor Whitman 
ex- 


pressed a truth that should bo borne 
In mind when he told a delegation of 
New York women clamoring against 
the high cost of living that "things arc 
too high," but he was "afaird they are 
going higher." 


Much of tho complaint that is com- 


ing from various cities at present Is 
duo to exceptional conditions no doubt. 
Freight congestion and other factors 
combine to make almost impossible 
the proper provisioning of some com- 
munities, although there Is an abund- 
ance of food in other centers. An ex- 
ample of that is seen In the coal sit- 
uation. Almost every city is short of 
fuel, yet tho nation's supply Is in no 
wise Inadequate. 


But the food prices are not likely to 


sink back to old-time levels, even after 
transportation and distribution pro- 
blems have been solved. Any illusion 
on this score is impossible to any one 
that has followed Irving Fisher's de- 
monstration of rising prices. The pop- 
ulation of the United States increased 
20 per cent in ten years preceding the 
outbreak of the European war, while 
our output oC food products increased 
only Iper cent, according to Dr. John 
Coulter of Chicago University. 
We 


have not the surplus we formely had, 
consequently what we have is com- 
paratively more valuable. We continue 
to produce much more of some articles 
than we require, but the decreasing 
margin if surplus on other is affect- 
ing all food prices. 


We have not the cheap 
land of a 


quarter of a century ago. Farmers 
have to get more now to make a profit 
on an investment in high-priced acres. 
The supply of unoccupied soil avail- 
able for cultix'ation is dwindling. The 
increase in production must come from 
intensified farming and the adoption 
of scientific methods in agriculture. 
That may keep pace with increase in 
population but scarcely can be hop- 
to exceed 
the growth in population 


to such an extent as to have, anatcrial 
and permanent effect on the high cost 
of living.

Secretary Regarding

Tn connection with the present cam- 


paign to secure 5,000 members for the 
American Red Cross in Fort Wayne, Dr. 
Jessie Carrithers Calvin, secretary of the 
local Red Cross chapter, has received 
from headquarters instructions regard- 
ing the organization of auxiliaries. 


An auxiliary of the American Red 


Cross is a temporary local organization 
formed for the purpose of doing one or 
more specific kinds of work, and is com- 
posed of members of the Red Cross chap-- 
ter. Some of the lines of work done by 
the auxiliaries are making hospital gar- 
ments or surgical dressings, organizing 
classes of instructions in first aid, ele- 
mentary hygiene, home care of the sick 
and home dietetics. 


Any one who is a member of the Red 


Cross chapter may enter any one or 
more of these classes without further 
expense except for equipment for work 
or textbooks for classes. Alt auxiliaries 
organized in t.fie city will work under 
the direction of the local chapter. Local 
physicians and nurses have offered their 
services for instructing the classes after 
they are organized. Rather than organ- 
ize more clubs or auxiliaries, it is sug- 
gested that organizations already in ex- 
istence devote a certain period of time 
to Red Cross work. Classes will be 
formed for any ten members who wish 
to begin immediately.

Washington. Feb. 28.—Tho council 


of national defense today issued an ap- 
peal to the people of the United States 
to show every consideration in the pres- 
ent international situation to alien 
residents in this country. The state- 
ment says the presence here at this 
time of perhaps eight million aliens is 
deeply and soberly to be weighed, not 
only in our Interests but in their own. 
For so long a space they were lawful 
dwellers within this country they are 
entitled to the generous consideration 
of the people and government of the 
United States. 
Emphasizing anew our national doc- 


trines of tolerance and personal liberty, 
of holding all persons within the land 
to be loyal unless by their own acts 
they shall prove the contrary, we call 
upon all citizens of untoward events 
should come upon us, to present to 
these aliens, many of whom tomor- 
row will be Americans, the attitude of 
neither suspicion nor aggressiveness. 


"We urge upon all Americans to 


meet these millions of foreigners, born 
with unchanged manner and with un- 
prejudiced mind.

Stop to Win Japan Over. 


It Is thought here that Germany's 


announcement that nho Intended to 
withdraw from the Pacific as part of 
tho making of peace was carefully 
planned long ago to attract Japan to 
Germany's schemes with tho pros- 
pect not only of occupying tho Gorman 
possessions in the Pacific, adding to 
her domination of that proat ocean, 
but of settling the long standing fric- 
tion with the Unlteo States. 


Observers hero believe that the 


breakdown of the sclieme, so far as 
Japan was conoerned, was signalized 
when the Mexican government re- 
versed Its attitude and announced that 
It had no intention of cutting off the 
British supply of naval fuel oil, as had 
plainly been Indicated in Gen. Car- 
ranza's proposal to make peaco In 
Europe by cutting oft exports of food 
and munitions from neutrals.

because it is regarded as proof of long 
smouldering suspicions of German ac- 
tivities to stir up trouble elsewhere on 
the western hemisphere, where the 
United States, by the Monroe doctrine, 
Is morally obliged to maintain order. 
Reports of German submarine bases 
In the Gulf of Mexico, hints of possible 
German influences behind the uprising 
In Cuba; repeated assertions that Ger- 
man Influences were playing upon all 
revolutionary factions In Mexico with 
the sole purpose of embarrassing the 
United States; reports of resentment 
being stirred up against the United 
In Colombo, which has already a griev- 
ance because of the partition of Pan- 
ama; 
the recent purchase by the 


United States of the Danish West In- 
dies, for the openly announced rea- 
son that the United States could not 
afford to have them fall Into the 
hands of a hostile power, all these 
things In the opinion of officials here 
tako on a decidedly definite form with 
tho disclosures made In Germany's in- 
structions to her minister in Mexico. 


Germnn Activities Found. 


Tho investigations of tho American 


military Intelligence officers and tho 
secret service along tho border have 
disclosed 
many German activities 


there which now In the light of these

events. 


At Columbus, N. M., It is charged 


that German Influences wero respon- 
sible for tho Villa raid, with the ob-

The 
a.rmy Intelligence officers arc In pos- 
session of information which seems

Koch, German vice consul at Parral, 
Mexico, with the attack by Mexican 
troops on tho American cavalry under 
Major Tompklns, whilo In pursuit of 
the Villa bandits. 


Although 
American 
officers 
say 


they did not find Koch at Parral when 
they were there, they have received 
reports that he urged the Mexicans to 
attack the American troops in order to 
prevent tho capture of Villa, fearing 
It would bo followed by revelations of 
the alleged German Influence behind 
tho raid. One high army officer sold: 
"I am positive that Koch had some- 
thing, if not a great deal, to do with 
the trouble at Parral." 


Germans Closo to Carranza. 


From other sources Information has 


come to tho government of German 
activities and influences In Mexico. Dr. 
Krum-Heller, a German active In 
Mexico many years, is reported to be 
very close to Gen. Carranza and ac- 
tive in conducting pro-Gorman prop- 
aganda in Mexico. Other Information 
in the hands of the government Intelli- 
gence officers 
Is that Maximilian 


Klaus, a German, is In charge of the 
Carranza ordnance factories which 
have been established near Mexico 
City. 


None of these facts In Itself Is re- 


garded ns having a direct relation to 
the proposal of Germany to Mexico 
and Japan, but It Is realized they are 
collateral 
evidence 
of 
Germany's 


general plans. 


It is probable that a full account of 


German Intrigues In this country ns 
well as in Central and South America, 
of which this government has knowl- 
edge, may never become publicly 
known, but it Is possible that they 
may, according to the turn of events. 
It Is known positively, however, that 
evidences of the activities of Count 
von Bernstorff sufficient to force his 
departure from the country at any 
time were in the hands of the Rovern- 
ment oven if it knew of the attempted 
intrigue. 


Safe conduct on tho high seas, in 


addition to frcedont to leave tho Unit- 
ed States by any port they choose, 
was demanded for tho German con- 
suls in this country by the Berlin gov- 
ernment, immediately after tho break 
In relations. While it was not explic- 
itly stated that permission for the 
four American consular officers, who 
remained in Germany after Ambassa- 
dor Gerard's withdrawal, to proceed 
to new ports in Turkey was dependent 
upon this concession of safe conduct 
by the United States government, it 
was mn.de plainly apparent to the 
state department that there was some 
connection between the cases by the

In their way are certain military rules 
governing the movements of civilians 
across the borders which Invariably 
have been waived as a matter of in- 
ternational comity in similar cases.

"The fact Is the Associated Press has 


given this entire story to the public 
with what seems to bo a most Import- 
ant document. It is probably authen- 
tic." 


Senator Lodge Explains. 


Senator Lodge said he oared little 


regarding the form of his resolution. 
"Nothing is further from my mind 
than to suggest criticism of tho presi- 
dent," said ho. "We ought to have 
this—the people ought to have It—to 
know whether the document Is true or 
not. If we are not to act together we 
ought to have that fact. I have every 
reason to believe that the Inquiry Is not 
distasteful to the president. Wo must 
not act on newspaper reports and wo 
ought to have the official Information. 
The president is asking great powers. 
For one I think we ought to give it to 
him. And we ought to have this in- 
formation." 


Senator Pomerene, democrat, Ohio, 


said that In addition to tho Associated 
Press dispatches the senate had the 
statement of Senator Swanson that the 
Zimmerman dispatch -was authentic. 
"Substantially 
correct," Interjected 


Senator Swanson. "If there is any dif- 
ferences we ought to know the fact," 
returned Senator Pomerene. 


Protects the President. 


"The resolution amply protects the 


president—permitting him to give the 
Information if compatible with public 
Interest. 
We all realize the 


of tha situation. 
We want the most 


explicit Information before acting in 
a matter which may be so grave in its 
consequences." 


Senator Smith, of Georgia, said he 


hoped the resolution would be adopted 
at once. 


After carefully reading the resolu- 


tion Senator Stone, chairman of the 
foreign relations committee, said: "It 
seems to me that tho resolution ought 
to go to the committee on foreign re- 
lations. Here Is a newspaper report 
that the secretary of foreign relations 
of the German government has sent 
the German ambassador In Washing- 
ton a certain letter which appears In 
the morning papers. We are not In- 
formed as to the source. Wa have no 
facts upon which to determine our 
Judgment as to the letter's accuracy. 


"There may be information in the 


hands of the state department of a 
confidential nature that It might not 
be compatible with public Interest to 
reveal. Then again, this alleged dis- 
patch may not be authentic. 
It may 


not be true. 


Stone Urges Deliberation. 


"There may be something behind all 


this we do not know about," continued 
Senator Stone. "It seems to me In the 
exigencies of this moment it is the 
part of prudence and sound Judgment 
to proceed deliberately. I think the 
wiser course would be to send the res- 
olution to the committee and have 
that committee make the necessary In- 
vestigation and then report what ac- 
tion, in their opinion, should be taken. 
But if that view is not coincided by 
the senate then we ought at least to 
have the resolution broadened so as to 
call on tho president for all Informa- 
tion respecting the sources oC this 
statement said to have been given out 
officially or semi-oftlclally. 
I would 


like to know all about It; how It was 


to know tha facts tanaing to establish 
Its authenticity. Wa might fall Into a 
question we do not oare to touch. I 
do not eaa how we can act until we 
know the facti. We ought to be as 
fully advised not only as to the Asso- 
ciated Press but as to tho state de- 
partment." 


Senator Smith, republican, of Mich- 


igan, suggested tho president could 
refuse to give tho information if ha 
desired. 


MAN* NEW INDUSTRIES. 


Sample Show Development ns Result of 


War Bun on Imports. 


New Tork, March 1.—-A display of 


samples 
by 175 manufacturers and 


Jobbers here furnished remarkable 
proof of the now Industries which have 
been developed In this country to sup- 
ply popular priced specialties formerly 
sold by Germany and Austria. None 
of the articles shown retails for nioro 
than fifty cents. They include 300 
lines, such as handkerchiefs, embroid- 
eries, dolls, toys. Jewelry, thread, hair 
curlers, garment fasteners, etc. Until 
two years ago, it is said fully sixty 
per cent of these lines were never 
made in the United States and even the 
raw matrials were unknown. 


PENSION PLAN IN EFFECT. 


New York, March I.—Every clergyman 


of the Prostestant Episcopal church in 
the United States who retires at. tho 
age of 68 or thereafter, will receive 
ft minimum pension of $600-a year under 
the provisions of a pension fund which 
became effective today. The maximum 
pension will be 40 per cent, of the avcr- 


gravity i age salary received for five years pre- 
ceding disability. 


One-half of the sum to which deceased 


clergymen would have been entitled will 
be paid to widows. Allowances will be 
made to all dependent orphans at the 
rate of $100 a year for each child under 
seven years and $200 a year for each 
child between the ages of seven and 14.

Washington, March l.—Prohibitlon 


champions won their fight In the 
house last night for the senate bill 
abolishing saloons in the District of 
Columbia after Nov. 1. The measure 
passed by a vote of 273 to 137 ana 
was sent to the president, who Is ex- 
pected to sign It.

priation bill agreed upon a report, 
thus virtually assuring passage of the 
Reed "bone dry" amendment barring 
the shipment of liquor into prohibi- 
tion states.
